A book entitled “An Outline for Boys 
and Girls and their Parents”’ was 
published a few weeks ago. It is a survey 
of history, civilisation and art, and the 
reviewers, including some distinguished 
persons, gave it a most favourable 
“press.” So favourable, indeed, was their 
verdict that the Archbishop of York, 
two other bishops and the headmasters. of 
Eton and Harrow have felt themselves 
constrained to utter a note of warning. 
“It is necessary,” they say, that. a 
protest’ should be recorded against the 
commendation by Christian men of a 
volume which professes to give an outline 
of history, and mentions Mohammed, 
Buddha and Lenin, but does not mention 
Christ.” They condemn also the. book’s 
‘‘apparent approval’’ of the destruction 
of family life in Soviet Russia, and 
declare that the “new morality’ of the 
new intelligentsia is a revival -of ancient 
paganism. The book’s admirers are no 
whit abashed. . Its editor, Mrs. Nadmi 
Mitchison, says that the bishops’ comment 
shows “what most of us have known for 
a long time—that most of the Christian 
publicists are really completely out of 
touch with the best modern thought,” She 
says further that. the. book’s morality 
teaches children ‘‘to be good without any 
bribes,” such as “having a good time 
after death’’; and that, because the 
authors of the protest “' themselves were 
brought up in families, they cannot 
imagine that, there is any other possible 
way of being brought up.” A body which 
calls itself, with singular presumption and 
Jack of humour, “the Federation of 
Progressive Persons and Societies” has 
leaped to the book’s defence; and the first 
signature to its manifesto is that of Mr. 
G. B. Shaw. The Churches, say the 
Progressive Persons, have lagged behind 
educated’ opinion, and there is “ nothing

Land annuity payments have fallen so 
much into arrears that the Government 
decided to take legal action to enforce 
their payment. sl 

Beíore coming to this decision the 
Executive Council recently consulted the 
highest legal authority in Dublin on the 
question of the State’s title to the annui- 
ies, having regard to the fact that they 
are being put into a suspense ‘account and 
are not being paid over to the British 
National Debt Commissioners. 

lt will be recollected that recently the 
Government was challenged at an im- 
portant farmers’ meeting, and also by 
others, in regard to its right to demand 
payment of the annuities while the 
economic war continued. The Govern- 
ment's reply to this challenge is that, so 
long as there is even a re, sn liability 
to pay the annuities to itain, the 
farmers have no claim to retain them. 
While the annuities remain in the suspense 
account their final destination is un- 
determined, and whether Britain insists 
on their payment as a result of the present 
negotiations or consents to waive portion 
of the total liability, the Land Commission 
will be authorised to take proceedings 
against farmers who have defaulted. 

It is not at all unlikely that the 
Government may be compelled to refuse 
loans through the Agricultura] Credit 
Corporation or bounties through the 
Department of Agriculture to any farmer 
who has not first liquidated his debts to 
the Land Commission.

At an informal meeting of the Disarma- 
ment Bureau at. Geneva yesterday, Mr. 
Henderson said that ‘for the moment it 
would be dificult to make progress in the 
Conference owing to certain conversations 
now proceeding. He thought that he 
rightly interpreted the views of the 
Bureau in expressing the hope that these 
conversations might assist. the situation, 
and that he would be in a position shortly 
to make the necessary contacts and 
thereby to carry matters a stage further. 

It was decided that the next full meet- 
ing of the Bureau should take place on 
November Srd, and that a meeting of the 
General Disarmament Commission should 
be convened in the week beginning Novem- 
ber @ist. It is felt that this delay wil! 
enable the French to have their plan of 
disarmament ready for submission to the 
Bureau.

FOUNDERS. 


BLAZING BLANKETS AS 
SIGNALS. 

Soaking -blankets from their’ bunks with 
parafin, igniting and. then hoisting them 
In. flames te the masthead as signals of 
distress—such was, the experience of the 
crew of the Ayr cargo steamer, Girl May; 
in se Irish Sea throughout Wednesday 
night. 

Ultimately these signals were seen by 4 
trawler, which raced to the rescue, brought 
off the captain and crew of seven, and 
landed them at Fleetwood. 

' steamer was on @ voyage from Ayt 
to Salcombe, Devonshire, with a cargo of 
coal. She left Ayr on Tuesday, and on 
Wednesday called at Whitehaven for two 
hours to take in supplies of water and 
stores.’ Late on Wednesday’ afternoon 
heavy weather was experienced, and. after 
pounding : heavily for some time, the 
steamer suddenly sprang a leak. ' 
 Pumps were immediately set in opera- 
tion. The engineers stuck to their posts 
until waist-deep in water, when they went 
to the deck after drawing the fires to 
prevent a boiler éxplosion. 

Meanwhile the steamer’s whistle had 
been blown and distress signals were 
hoisted, but several steamers passed on 
the horizon without seeing the signals. 

As darkness approached rockets were 
sent up, and.when the supply of rockets 
was exhausted the crew dashed below. 
snatched the blankets from the bunks, and 
after igniting them hoisted them to the 
masthead. 

By this time, owing to a gale, heavy 
seas were siveeping over the vessel, When 
the crew were struggling to keep their boat 
afloat the Fleetwood steam trawler Peter 
Lovett, which was steaming home across 
the Irish Sea, saw the blazing blankets 
and raced to rescue the Girl May, by now 
seven miles south-south-east of Maughold 
head. Isle of Man. 

The men from the trawler found the 
crew of the Girl May huddled together 
on the deck with their lifebelts strapped 
on. The steamer. was sinking fast. 

The trawler remained steaming about 
the vicinity all night in. the that 
the cargo steamer could be saved and towed 
into port, but when daylight broke there 
was no trace of her. . 3 i 

The only article saved from the steamer 
was the captain’s gramaphone.

ELFAST breathed a sigh of relief to- 
day; for the day passed in com- 
parative peacefulness. 
' The promise that work will begin shortly 
in the shipyards, and the prospect that 
the Poor Law authorities will increase out- 
door relief, have done much to reli>ve the 


tension. 

The joyful news regarding the ship- 
yards was announced by Viscount Craig- 
avon, the Prime Minister, who said that 
he had received a message from Mr. 
William Strachan, chairman of Messrs. 
Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., that he had 
secured orders for new tonnage which 
would keep many of the unemployed work- 
ing for eighteen months. 


FIRST ORDER THIS YEAR. 


‘Mr. W. J. Lovett, a director of the firm, 
interviewed to-day, said that he was not 
in a position to disclose the extent of the 
order or the names of the owners. | 

“ We .hope,’’ he said, “to have the 
keel block laid for a new ship before the 
Prince of Wales comes next month.’’ 

He added that the order would give a 
considerable amount of employment, and 
negotiations were proceeding in other 
directions which he hoped would lead to 
further orders. 

“I feel that we may be reasonably busy 
before long,’’ he added. 

This is the first order secured by a 
Belfast shipbuilding firm this year. It is 
understood that the order will represent 
‘more than one ship, and has been placed 
by a firm which has previously secured 
ships. from Belfast. The vessels will he 
between five and six thousand tons gross, 
and will give much-needed employment, 
as there is not at present a single ship 
under construction in Belfast. 


BRAVE POSTMASTER. 

“ All quiet."’ indicates the position in 
the city to-night. 

There have been isolated cases of stone- 
throwing, and a small band of men, at 
least. one of whom was armed, unsuccess- 
fully attempted to raid Newington post 
office in Robina street, but were driven 
off by the postmaster, Mr. McBrien, with 
a hammer. 

A gang: later tried to enter a public 
house, but were driven off. 

The police appear to have the situation 
well in hand, and small crowds that have 
gathered have been speedily . dispersed. 
. For the present, at any rate, the backbone 
of the trouble seems to have been broken, 
and the police are making an intensive 
search. for Communist agents, who are re- 
ported to have come to Belfast from 
England. The police are certain they are 
at the-root of the trouble. 

In addition to this search a big “ round- 
“7 has taken place in the city, and over 
120 men and women have been remanded 
on charges of unlawful assembly and riot. 


STRIKERS AT WORK 
. AGAIN, : 

For the present the curfew regulation is 
being continued, and all big buildings are 
being carefully guarded 

Some fifty men engaged in distress work 
who were on strike returned to their work 
to-day. This was probably due to the 
speech made Jy Lol’ Cunightiee, who pro- 
mised to do all he could to help forward 
relief work. 

A special meeting of the City Council 
has been called for next Monday, when a 
resolution will be moved asking the 
Government to take the necessary steps to 
relieve at ence distress and starvation 
among the unemployed. 

It is hoped that the negotiations which 
have been opened between the trade union 
leaders and the Government for the estab- 
lishment of relief benefits similar to those 
aay in Great Britain will achieve a satis- 
actory solution, and there is a disposition 
to await the result of these discussions. 
A further conference will take place 
to-morrow. 

The decision of the Trades Council to 
seek powers to call a general striké of the 
various trade unions is the subject of 
much discussion in the city. In some 
quarters it is regarded as a tactical 
blunder in view of the favourable turn 
that the negotiations have taken. 


CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 


Claims for malicious damage caused 
during the riots are beginning to pour 
into the Town Clerk’s department. of the 
City Hall. It 1s not possible yet to form 
an approximate idea of the amount of 
these claims, as criminal injury claims 
can be lodged within a period of seven 
days. Up to the present small claims 
totalling £2,000 have been received. 

Remarkable allegations are made by Mr. 
James Collins, a member of the Belfast 
Board of Guardians for the past 54 years, 
who states that Jast night twelve men, ten 
in police uniform, knocked at his house 
after curfew hour. 

“I rushed downstairs,” Mr. Collins 
said to-day. ‘‘ They jostled me into the 
street, although I was wearing only 
pyjama trousers and an ordinary coat over 
my vest. They forced me to walk down 
the street, and altheugh it was pouring 
with rain, forced me to work removing the 
stones of a barricade. My 164 years old 
son and three or fonr men _ neighbours 
were also set to work.

RALLY. 
’ ASSOCIATION’S. AIMS 
AND OBJECTS. 


——->--—-—- 


“WO hundred delegates, representing 
branches in every county of the Free 


| State, were present at a convention of the 


Army Comrades’ Association and Volun- 
teer Division, held at 5 Parnell square, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Delegates were welcomed by the chair- 

man, Dr. T. F O'Higgins, T.D., who him- 
self was accorded a great reception. 
"In reviewing the activities of the 
Association during the past few months, 
Dr. O’Higgins referred to the circum- 
stances which had called the Volunteer 
Division into existence. 

** My hfe,” he said, “ may be Jong or 
short, but my happiest and proudest recol. 
lection will be the grand response of the 
youth and manhood of this country to the 
appeal we issued last August to rally 
round the veterans of Ireland’s army in 
support of freedom of speech and rea! 
democratic government in the Free State. 

It was well to remember that if to-day 
they were a great organisation, that 
position had been made possible by the 
old pioneers, just a handful of men here 
and there through the country for the past 
few years. Nine weeks ago a small body 
of those men met together and reviewed 
the situation as it appeared to them to 
affect ex-army men. They came to the 
conclusion that if anything was to be done 
even for the primary object for which that 
Association was formed, if ex-army men 
were to get fair play in the race for em- 
ployment, they had got to do something 
to bring the whole situation prominently 
before the people. They had to get into 
the picture big, or get out of the picture. 
They took the decision that night that they 
would issue a broad appeal to the nation, 
and that they would extend the scope of 
their activities which up to that time 
had been purely of a benevolent nature. 


WHY FORMED. 


Many of the things that men of the 
National Army had fallen and bled for 
were being threatened through the length 
and breadth of the land. What the 
greatest leaders and soldiers of this 
country had stood and fought for was rea] 
freedom for the people, real freedom for the 
people to manage their own business and 
decide their own destiny in their own way, 
without orders or intimidation, or force 
from without or within the country. Most 
of the members of that Association had 
played their part in removing a threat or 
menace that claimed the right from without 
to dictate to the Irish, people. 

They thought it right’ that they should 
appeal to such a force to come once again 
into line, when there was a far more ugly 
and sinister situation, because the threat 
came from within the land. So they threw 
out their call to the youth and manhood 
to rally round the old soldiers, in the first 
place, to obtain the original objects of the 
Association—a fair hunt for the ex-Army 
men; and, in the second place, to stand 
once again for real freedom for the plain 
people—that the ordinary plain people 
should decide the course they would go 
without threat, bullying or intimidation 
from any quarter. So they launched that 
organisation, asking the manhood of 
Ireland to stand for free speech, for free 
vote, and to oppose absolutely the spread 


‘}of Communism through the country; to. 


stand, above all, for preaching respect for 
the law of the country and the mainten- 
ance of order. He was glad to say that 
that appeal to the manhood of Ireland to 
band themselves against Communism, 
Bolshevism and blackguardism met with a 
grand response. 

These were the objects and the only 
objects for which they brought that 
organisation into being. 

‘We have no other aims in mind,” 
said Dr. O’ Higgins, ‘‘ and if we had other 
aims in mind, we would be men enough 
to come out and publish them to the 
world. Our objects are objects of which 
any country and any people should be 
proud. They are objects of which those 
charged with the responsibility of govern- 
ment in any country should be proud.”’ 


GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE. 


The first people in any country to wel- 
come such an organisation should be those 
charged with the responsibility for main- 
taining law and order, but he regretted 
to say it was a sad disappointment to 
him and to every one of his colleagues 
that when an organisation run on clean, 
disciplined lines, such as theirs, was 
launched, the very first reaction of those 
charged with the responsibility of govern- 
ment should have been to round on them 
and attempt to hound them out of exist- 
ence. That was a regrettable fact, which 
he could only explain by the possibility 
that those people were blinded by 
political passion and did not see the 
dangers confronting the country. 

They. knew that their organisation would 
meet with opposition, that they would be 
besmattered and besmirched, but the first 
pledge of their organisation was to stand 
against intimidation, and they would 
stand against intimidation, whether 
it came from the gutter or from 
the highest places in the land. 
His answer to intimidation was that the 
work of that organisation was going to 
continue, that the organisation was 
manned by white men who never bent the 
knee or wilted from any threat from 
inside or outside the country. 

“ We are deeply and firmly entrenched 
within the four cortiers of the law,’’ said 
Dr. O’Higgins amidst applause, “and we 
intend to remain within the four corners 
of the law, and, entrenched in that posi- 
tion, we will call the bluff of every threat 
or intimidation thrown at us. We are an 
organisation standing together, each for 
all and all for each, and if any member 
of this organisation is hit every member 
is hit.’ 


QUESTION ANSWERED. 


They had been asked what. was the 
necessity for such an organisation and 
why was it brought into being. If there 
were no necessity for such an organisation. 
yet such an organisation was beneficial 
and should be welcomed in any country; 
but they had only too many and painful 
recollections week after week of the neces- 
sity for such an organisation.

TEXT OF. SAORSTAT TREATY 


WITH CANADA. 


G ENERAL approval of the trade agreements signed by the Dominions 
at the Ottawa Conference was expressed yesterday in all parts of the 


Empire. 


The agreements íor the most part are now in Íorce, subject to par- 


liamentary ratification. 


The text of the trade agreement signed at Ottawa between the Irish 
Free State and Canada, according ** most favoured nation ' treatment, is 


given below.

MOST FAVOURED NATION. 


The full text of the trade agreement Party, commenting on the tariff, declared 


between “the Irish Free State and the 
Dominion. of Canada has. now been pre- 
sented to both Houses of the Oireachtas, 
and is as follows :— 

“ His Majesty's Government in the Irish 
Free State and His Majesty’s Government 
in the Dominion of Canada, desiring to 
facilitate.and extend still further their 
mutual relations of trade and commerce, 
have agreed upon the following Articles; 

Article 1.—Goods, the produce or manu- 
facture of Canada, imported into the Irish 
Free State, shall not be subject to other or 
higher duties than those paid on similar 
goods, the produce or manufacture of any 
other country. 

Article 2.—Goods, the produce or manu- 
facture of the Irish Free State, imported 
into Canada, shall not be subject to other 
or higher duties than those paid on 
similar goods, the produce or manufacture 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. 

Article 3.—This agreement shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Parliaments of 
the Irish Free State and of the Dominion 
of Canada. Upon approval being given, 
it shall be brought into force upon a date 
to be agreed upon by the Governments of 
the Irish Free State and of the Dominion 
of Canada. It shall be in force for a period 
of five years from the date of its coming 
into force, and thereafter until the expira- 
tion of six months from the date on which 
either Government shall have given to the 
other notice of its intention to terminate 
the agreement.

STATEMENT BY NORTHERN

Among the concessions secured by Ulster

Australia, New Zealand, India and 
Newfoundland also undertake to grant 
special preferences on linen goods, 
shirts and collars, ready-made clothing, 
and cordage and ropes.

INDUSTRIES AFFECTED BY 
TARIFF REDUCTIONS. 


Fiji, owing to its geographical position 
and time, twelve hours ahead of Greenwich, 
was the first Empire country to implement 
the agreements. The ratification measure 
was duly pessed at a meeting of the 
Legislative Council this morning. The 
existing special preferences to the United 
Kingdom, New Zealand, Canada and 
Hong Kong were repealed in favour ot 
preferences in conformity with the Ottawa 
agreements. bá | 

One clause permits Fiji to export 4,000 
eases of bananas monthly to Australia at 
a duty of 2s. 6d. a cental instead of 8s. 

The benefits gained by Australia hal 
exceeded in range those gained by any 
other Dominion, declared Mr. H. §&. 
Gullett, the Minister for Trade and 
Customs, in the House of Representatives. 

The value of the imperial preference, 
he continued, did not lie merely in the 
increased quantities. of produce which 
might be exported, but it added to the 
prices which might be realised. The ready 
sale of the Australian export surplus 
would have an almost invaluable effect on 
the prices Maran in the Australian 
market, while the British price level also 
established the price level obtainable for 
Australian exports in foreign countries. 


‘* STAGGERING BLOW.” 


The Ottawa tariff, which was tabled in 
the House, gives efSct to increases on 440 
items of foreign goods, and reduces tha 
duties on twenty items of British importa- 
tion. The increases on foreign goods 
range from 24 per cent, to 174 per cent., 
5 per cent.

TOO MUCH PROTECTION. 


The Ottawa agreement was presented ‘n 
the New Zealand House of Representa- 
tives last night and approved. 

The articles on which duties are to be 
reduced are:—Confectionery, apparel and 
ready-made clothing, hosiery. Silk and 
artificial silk piece goods have been placed 
on the free list. The surtax on British 
goods will be abolished, and also the 
primage duty where finances permit. 

Commenting on the undertaking to over- 
haul the protective tariff, Mr. Coates, 
who headed the delegation, said that he 
believed this to be in the interests of New 
Zealanders. Already distance gave a sub- 
stantial protection to local industries, and 
it was difficult to resist the conclusion that 
there were industries in New Zealand upon 
which protection was too high. Mr. 
Coates added that farmers’ costs must 
also be lowered. 

It was estimated that under the 
revisions New Zealand would lose about 
a quarter of a million pounds in revenue 
during the remainder of the year. 


MARKETS AT STAKE,

“CANADIAN MARKET WILL 
BE RETAINED.”

WASHI..GTON, Thursday. 


‘It will be impossible yet to determine 
the extent to which United States exports 
may be affected by changes in the 
Canadian tariffs as a result of the Ottawa 
Conference,’’ said Mr. Julius Klein, the 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce, to-day. 

Mr. Klein recalled that when the 
Australian tariff on American tyres was 
imposed, United States manufacturers 
built up a larger business in fabrics and 
other untaxed tyre-parts than they had 
previously enjoyed for the finished pro- 
duct. 

The Assistant Secretary also pointed 
out that Canada was fundamentally an 
American rather than a British market, 
as her structural steel patterns and 
machinery were largely the same as those 
of the United States. 

He gave it as his opinion that the ques- 
tion of time involved in the delivery of 
goods and the more suitable quality of 
the service of the American product would 
have considerable influence in maintaining 
the Canadian market for American com- 
modities. on which he thought that none 
of the new duties would be prohibitive.

The chief feature of the current bank re- 
turn is the increase in the Bank of England 
total reserve, which now stands at 
#£5,981,604, a rise on the week of £1,102,038, 
and a fall on the year of £1,052,331. . The 
active note circulation has contracted by 
£1,.106,803 to £361,414,469, which compares 
with £356,709,591 at this time last year. 
Public and private deposits have both risen. 
the former by £3,343,486 to £15,032.475, and 
the latter by £603,525 to £35,226,289. 
Bankers’ deposits, however, are £2,155,276 
lower on the week at £83,534,251. There is 
little change in the security items of tho 
issue department, but in the banking depart- 
ment Government securities have advanced ' 
by £400,000 to £68,108,094, and other securi- 
ties by £337,479 to £17,724.673. Discounts 
advances are slightly lower at 
£11,643,753. 

The Bank’s total holding of coin and 
bullion is practically unchanged on the week 
at £140.396,073, as compared’ with 
£1356,743,526 at the corresponding time in 
1931. 

The proportion of reserve to liabilities now 
stands at 40.5 per cent., as against 40 per 
cent. last week and 40.5 per cent, last year.
